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Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on December 26, 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

Firstly, the election (filed on Mayl7, 2006) without traverse, of claims 1-8, is noted. 

Secondly, applicant's amendment (filed December 26, 2006) to claim 1 which recites 'Tor 
swiveling movement (see lines 6-7) is dually noted. 

Thus, such amendment to claim 1 causes the claims to no longer be drawn to the elected 
group. In particular, note page 2 of the restriction requirement (mailed January 17, 2006) by 
which it is stated that "invention I has separate utility as the base not being movably mounted for 
swiveling movement" . 

Accordingly, since all other pending claims are currently withdrawn (as being drawn to 
non-elected inventions), there are no pending claims drawn to the elected invention (of Group I) 
and thus there are no claims to examine. 

So, in reply to this correspondence, it is strongly suggested that applicant amend (at least) 
claim 1 such that it may be grouped once again with the elected invention, i.e., "for swiveling 
movement... vertical axis" should be deleted.
